safety and judiciary commit¬ 
tee, of which Patterson is vice 
chairman.

For further information call 
Bob Wheaton, Patterson’s leg¬ 
islative liaison, at 313-224-0944. 

Wheaton revealed Monday 
Patterson is seeking to learn 
whether area residents want 
to tighten or loosen CCW regu¬ 
lations in Michigan, or to keep 
them as they are at present. 

He said at the present Mich¬ 
igan’s CCW regulations are ex¬ 
tremely strict. 

Wheaton said a future hear¬ 
ing could be held in the eve¬ 
ning hours, if there appears to 
be any interest in such a time 
period for such a session.

Will the alleged killer of the 
late Romulus High School 
track star Everisto Duane Bos¬ 
ley face the death penalty? 

That awaited decision will 
come soon from U.S. Attorney 
General Janet Reno, local au¬ 
thorities said Monday. 

Mr. Bosley - the father of 
two young sons - was slain 
early in the morning of Nov. 14, 
1996, while he was working as 
an unarmed ATM repairman 
outside a Comerica Bank 
branch at Northwestern and 13 
Mile road in Farmington Hills. 

Mr. Bosley’s athletic career 
style was praised shortly after 
his death by his former coach 
A1 Wilkerson, currently a 
counselor at Romulus Middle 
School. 

Wilkerson said shortly after 
Mr. Bosley’s death that the late 
track star led by example 
while serving as a role model 
for younger Romulus athletes. 

“He wasn’t a holler guy. But 
he was always the first to ar¬ 
rive for practice and the last to 
leave,” Wilkerson said. “He 
was just an outstanding young 
man, who we thought would 
later excel at track in col¬ 
lege...but instead decided to 
enter the U.S. Marines.” 

*Mr. Bosley’s image was so 
strong at track side, Wilkerson 
said, that he served as the 
team’s captain in his senior 
year (1989). 

Wilkerson said Bosley’s 
close friends in Romulus 
didn’t remember him by his 
first name, since he was usu¬ 
ally called Duane. “Because of 
that we didn’t get to his fu¬ 
neral...a situation we still feel 
are sorry about.” 

Wilkerson, who was on 
spring break last week, said he 
first learned about the murder 
charges being filed via a car 
radio broadcast. 

Ironically the murder de¬ 
fendant, Antonio McKelton, 
formerly of Southfield, was ar¬ 
rested over a year ago for a se-

ries of Oakland Countyjewelry 
store heists. The gun later 
identified as the Bosley mur¬ 
der weapon reportedly bear¬ 
ing McKelton’s finger print 
was later found in a vehicle 
used as a getaway car during 
the series of jewelry holdups. 

Authorities were quoted as 
saying McKelton’s image was 
so fearsome that - even though 
he was behind bars — they 
were not able to get enough in¬ 
formation to file a charge in 
the murder until recently. 

Finally a federal grand jury 
had to be formed to handle the 
investigation and last week 
federal and state authorities 
unsealed an indictment that 
charges McKelton with killing 
the unarmed ATM worker. 

Farmington Hills Police 
Chief William Dwyer speaking 
at last week’s press conference 
said “Bosley was an unarmed 
service technician, who was vi¬ 
ciously ambushed without 
provocation.” 

McKelton was sentenced 
last February to six years in 
prison for one of the jewelry 
heists. 

He now faces a possible 
death sentence on the federal 
murder charge. 

Mr. Bosley left behind two 
young sons, Derrien Hall, now 
2, and Everisto Duane Bosley 
Jr., now 4. 


5 police units team up 
to catch drunk drivers

Okay Red Wing fans and 
other party-goers - local po¬ 
lice departments will have pa¬ 
trol officers working overtime 
to take drunk drivers off the 
main highways in western 
Wayne County. 

Romulus Executive Lt. Eric 
Painter said five area police 
units are teaming up to make 
1-94 and 1-275 safer as they tar¬ 
get potential intoxicated 
drivers for removal from the 
highways. 

The police team include 
those in Allen Park, Romulus, 
Van Buren and Huron Towns¬ 
hips and Michigan State Po¬ 
lice’s Metro South Post and 
will press actions from 10 p.m. 
to 4 a.m. on selected dates. 

The police departments will 
pay for the overtime officers 
via a $15,000 grant from the Of¬ 
fice of Highway Safety Plan¬ 
ning. 

Ten such overtime officers 
will be supplied during those 
critical traffic periods (such as 
last night’s Red Wing home 
opener.) Three will come from 


Romulus and Van Buren Po¬ 
lice Departments, two from the 
state police and one each from 
Huron and Allen Park. 

“We want the Red Wing fans 
to enjoy the playoff excite¬ 
ment. But will not let it extend 
to drinking and driving,” 
Painter said. 

Eight other similar dates 
will be set up in the future 
from now until the end of Au¬ 
gust, Painter said.

A flower to one may be a 
weed to another - especially to 
a Westland ordinance officer, 
whose taste in plants meant 
jail for blue ribbon gardener 
Walter Warren, who was hand¬ 
cuffed, arrested, and tempo¬ 
rarily jailed Monday for 
allegedly violating the city’s 
weed ordinance. 

“My English garden won 33 


ribbons at the Michigan State 
Fair,” said Warren. “For that I 
got my sorry butt in jail with 
drunks and who knows what. 
In any other community, my 
garden would’ve received 
compliments or recognition 
from the city council.” 

He said he won eight blue 
ribbons, including awards for 
best Hungarian pepper, best 
scallop squash, and best but¬ 
tercup squash. 

“Master gardeners would 


find my garden amazing,” he 
continued. “But you can’t ex¬ 
plain this to an ordinance offi¬ 
cer who only knows grass and 
shrubs, and who thinks that 
gourd plants are rampant 
weeds and that grapevines are 
uncontrolled growth. 

“It’s not a violation just be¬ 
cause you don’t like a plant.” 

Monday evening, Warren 
appeared at the city council 
meeting, demanded an apol¬ 
ogy from the council and 


Mayor Bob Thomas, and said 
that he plans to sue Thomas 
for alleged false arrest and al¬ 
leged false imprisonment. 

“Stand in line,” countered 
Thomas, who blamed Warren 
for the arrest and said that he 
would never apologize. 

“You had a couple of viola¬ 
tions that you knew about and 
failed to appear in court. 
When that happens, you get ar¬ 
rested,” Thomas said. 

Warren had been cited in 


January for yard debris, and 
the mayor thought that the ci¬ 
tation was justified. 

“No one would want to live 
next door to your backyard,” 
said Thomas, who asked War¬ 
ren for permission to show pic¬ 
tures of his yard on the city’s 
cable TV channel. 

“You seem to know a lot 
about my yard,” said Warren, 
who advised the mayor to 
spend more time defending 
lawsuits against the city.

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Warren to the Eagle that he 
plans to sue the council for 
malfeasance and misfeasance 
for not setting up an appeal 
board for building ordinance 
violations under the BOCA 
code, which the city adopted 
without setting up an appeal 
board as called for in the code. 

“You adopted the whole 
code, you can’t just use the 
part that says you can put peo¬ 
ple in jail,” he said. 

Warren speculated that he 
was arrested because he was 
“an easy target” 

He said, “I have opposed 
their taxes for years. This was 
selective enforcement of the 
building code.” 

He also said that cultivated 
plants are legal under the 
code.

“All they had to do was 
move a living-room chair and 
lamp and put her in a gurney.. 
. . I’m not going to pay for the 
ambulance.” 

Harder left the meeting 
with Boetter and assured him 
that he would find out what 
happened.

Schools entrenched in Belleville history

According to Samuel Robbe 
in his book, Histoi'y of Van 
Buren Township (1930), the first 
school in the township was the 
Kittle School, located between 
Abraham Soop’s and Scott Vin- 
ing’s cabins on Cemetery Road 
(now Denton) leading to the 
Soop Cemetery. 

The first school in Belleville 
is believed to be a woodshed 
near the north end of Liberty x 
Street. Soon, however, a better 
building was built in 1839 on 
Charles Street at the comer of 
High Street. The building was 
later moved to Main Street, 
where the Museum now 
stands, and was used as a cabi¬ 


net shop. 

The school that replaced it 
was a three-story brick struc¬ 
ture built in 1867 on Third 
Street where the Oakwood 
Health Center now stands. 
This building was known as 
the Belleville High School, al¬ 
though it housed all grades. 

In 1903, a few days before 
graduation in June, the build¬ 
ing was struck by lightening 
and completely burned out. 
Only the brick walls were left 
standing. Graduation was held 
at the Methodist Church, as it 
usually was because it had the 
best seating capacity in town. 

Work was begun imme¬ 
diately on a second building at 
the same site. It was similar to 
the old building, but a bit more 
decorative. Education contin¬ 


ued at this site from 1904 with 
an auxiliary building added in 
1917 to accommodate in¬ 
creased enrollment, until con¬ 
solidation. 

Consolidation then became 
the issue with much bitterness 
and a court battle to settle the 
issue. Farmers believed that a 
group in Belleville wanted a 
new building with the cost 
spread on the farm tax rolls. 

A new building was built on 
West Columbia Avenue and an¬ 
other on Denton. The Denton 
School opened in November 
1926 and the Belleville School 
in March 1927. 

A section of the Belleville 
School burned with the loss of 
the second and third floors in 
January of 1953. The school

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Stranded at Metro is the pits 


I’ve always watched with interest the television 
reports that depict stranded passengers in Metro 
Airport Sometimes you see these poor people, vic¬ 
tims of cancelled flights, laying discontently on their 
carry-on bags, attempting to get sleep in a strange 
airport 

Last Sunday, I didn’t have to watch. I was one of 
the victims. 

Northwest flight 442 was scheduled to leave for 
Orlando at 6:55. Four hours later it was cancelled 
and three hundred passengers were told to find an¬ 
other way to their destination. I was one of the lucky 
ones -1 could go home to a warm and familiar bed. 
Put for many others it was a night of desperation. 

• I felt sorry for several travelers from Amsterdam. 
After a seven hour flight, a four hour delay, they were 
now told to find accommodations and reschedule 
their flight These poor people, some who could 
speak only spotty English, were left to deal with a sit¬ 
uation, that was not their making, in a strange area, 
Detroit 

A student group from Gainesville, Florida had be¬ 
come oh so familiar with Northwest Airline’s prob¬ 
lems. The group having arranged a European trip 
for their Easter vacation, were stuck in Detroit on 
their way to Amsterdam. That’s bad enough. But 
again, it happened on the way back There they were 
sprawled out on the terminal floor waiting for a flight 
back to attend school the next day. It never hap¬ 
pened. 

For some of us the situation wouldn’t have been 
so bad if Northwest had treated it’s customers with 
courtesy and respect The customer service repre¬ 
sentative admittedly did a decent job of keeping 
everyone informed about the delay. First the plane 
hadn’t arrived in Minneapolis, let alone Detroit. 
Then when it did arrive in Minneapolis the cargo 
door wouldn’t open. That was fixed and it made its 
way to Detroit But after the passengers were un¬ 
loaded at Metro an electrical problem was an¬ 
nounced. 

At about the three hour mark many of the passen¬ 
gers began to get restless. Tension heightened when 
the pilots and crew for the plane walked out of the 
gate area, presumably headed to a hotel because 
their time for the day (whatever that means) had ex¬ 
pired. Soon after an announcement was made the 
flight was cancelled. Wayne County Sheriff’s officers 
were escorted to the scene. Passengers began shout¬ 
ing, demanding refunds, and seeking hotel rooms. 

Flirther announcements indicated all flights were 
full for Monday and it would be up to us to make new 
arrangements to get to Florida We were told to go to 
the ticket office or call reservations. Secondly we 
were told all hotels in the Detroit area were full. 

I found that hard to believe. Come on, this is De¬ 
troit on Sunday night Occupancy at airport hotels 
hovers between 60 and 80 percent When I insisted 
that the airline reps call some hotels they said, you 
call’em. On my way home I drove by several hotels 
and found hundreds of empty parking spaces, which 
to me is an indicator that there were plenty of rooms 


available. After 
our exchange, 

Northwest did find 
98 rooms at a Ypsi- 
lanti hotel. 

I went home. 

Next day when I 
called to make 
arrangements to 
proceed to Florida, I was told I was booked on a 
plane headed for Japan. It left at 5 p.m. Now, if my 
passport was current I might have boarded, but c’- 
mon Northwest, my original ticket was from Detroit 
to Orlando. Orlando, they said....well then we have no 
seat availability until late Tuesday. I could live with 
that but I pity the poor people on vacatioa I pity the 
poor people from Amsterdam. 

The Sunday night cancellation is a prime exam¬ 
ple of poor customer service, the major problem 
Northwest Airlines faces in Detroit Most of us can 
understand the rapid growth, the half hour delays, 
the 50 year-old airport and all the problems that 
those items create. We can’t however, understand 
the lousy customer service that permeates through 
the entire Detroit Northwest operatioa In Sunday’s 
Detroit newspaper and in this week’s Crain’s Detroit 
Business editorial writers were pleading with North¬ 
west to become more customer friendly. After my 
bout with cantankerous, uncaring agents on Sunday, 
I strongly agree. 

Hopefully the new Northwest chief in Detroit, 
Bob Ball can do what his predecessor Marilyn 
Rogers could not Many in the industry say it is an 
impossible task Northwest operations in Detroit 
have gotten too big, too fast and headquarters doesn’t 
care to offer the support necessary to make major 
changes until the new midfield terminal is complet¬ 
ed. 

That can’t happea Northwest must priortize cus¬ 
tomer service in Detroit as job one. They must target 
their on-time numbers, currently the worst in the in¬ 
dustry, as job two. And in situations like Sunday 
night, when a flight is cancelled they must have cus¬ 
tomer service represesentatives on hand to take care 
of their customers. Why not have an extra plane or 
two in Detroit to use when mechanical problems 
make it impossible to fly the gated plane? Ditto a 
crew. Pay a couple of crews to sit in Detroit as a back¬ 
up if another crew has too much airtime on a partic¬ 
ular day? 

If Northwest can’t achieve better customer ser¬ 
vice then the County needs to seek another partner 
One cannot estimate the damage this type of incom¬ 
petence is doing to this area’s reputation. Many 
times air travelers judge an area on it’s airport. 
Metro takes a back seat to most But their judgment 
is further clouded by unfriendly, unhelpful North¬ 
west employees. We don’t need this. 

A word to the wise. You better fix it Northwest 

This to me was the perfect example of lousy cus¬ 
tomer service. I don’t think any of us envisioned this 
kind of episode

dpugtirteelc arrests are 
worse than petty crime 


With rising long-term violent crime rates, it isn’t 
surprising that police have cracked down on brutal 
criminals. 

But what I can’t understand is why police have 
also cracked down on nonviolent people in their own 
homes. 

Two good examples of police officers overdoing it 
occurred in Westland this week. 

One was the arrest of master gardener Walter 
Warren for allegedly violating the city’s weed ordi¬ 
nance. 

Warren, who said that his plants won 33 ribbons at 
this year’s state fair, was handcuffed and hauled 
away in front of his neighbors because the local ordi¬ 
nance officer considers Warren’s gourd vines weeds. 

Warren says they’re cultivated plants. 

Either way, why are police handcuffing him for 
growing plants that don’t get you high? 

It’s debatable whether the government should 
regulate anybody’s legal gardening, but it’s not debat¬ 
able whether a civilized government should hand¬ 
cuff growers of weeds. It shouldn’t 

Another more debatable instance happened to 
a 19-year-old woman who slept in a bed next to a 
marijuana pipe. 

Six raiding Westland police officers with a legal 
search warrant didn’t find any dope on her when 
they woke her up, yet they maced her for resisting 
arrest, though sleeping near a pipe isn’t an offense 
calling for an arrest 

Eventually the police found a bag of marijuana in 
the house, which belonged to someone else, and the 
owner was arrested along with the 19-year-old. 

Does anybody else find this extreme? 

While it makes perfectly good sense for police to 


ticket small 
marijuana 
users, why 
should police 
be empow¬ 
ered to wake 
somebody up 
and spray 
them with mace because they woke up on the wrong 
side of the bed? 

While its illegal to smoke marijuana, I feel that it’s 
worse for police to spray mace on somebody they’ve 
just rudely startled in their home. 

A worse example of what I call roughhouse ar¬ 
rests occurred last Pall to a 60-year-old Westland 
woman who had been watching TV with a young bik¬ 
er in the privacy of her home. Police came to their 
door without a specific reason. Earlier the couple 
had been quarreling with their next-door neighbors, 
but so what? It was only an argument Nobody was 
hurt 

Yet on that pretext police knocked on her door. 

The biker’s mistake was to answer. He should’ve 
kept watching TV However, he answered the wrong 
way and ended up in cuffs. 

When she tried to help, she got her arms pinned 
in the gate. When she couldn’t get them out she was 
cuffed, too.
